AFTER GA PRES ANNOUNCED DEATH OF U THANT, THIRD UN SYG, 

NOV. 25, GA OBSERVED MINUTE OF SILENCE AND HEARD STATEMENTS 
IN TRIBUTE TO MEMORY OF U THANT BY GA PRES, USYG MORSE 
ON BEHALF SYG WALDHEIM, AND BY CHAIRMEN OF ASIAN, AEAN, 

AFRICAN, LA, WESTERN EUROPEAN AND ARAB GROUPS, AND BY 
AMB SCALI AS REP OF HOST COUNTRY. BURMESE REP ACKNOWLEDGED 
CONDOLENCES. GA PRES SAID THAT BODY OF U THANT WOULD 
I, IF, IN STATE AT UN HDQRS AND THAT ARRANGEMENTS FOR SPECIAL 
COMMOMORATIVE MEETING OF ASSEMBLY WOULD BE ANNOUNCED LATER. 
GA THEN ADJOURNED UNTIL NOV. 26 WHEN IT WILL BEGIN CON- 
SIDERATION OF ITEM ON RESTORATION OF LAWFUL RIGHTS OF 
GRUNK. 

COMITE 1 - KOREA 

DPRK DEP FONMIN LI JONG MOK TOLD COMITE NOV, 25, AFTER 
IT BEGAN CONSIDERATION OF QUESTION OF KOREA, US WANTED 
TO PERMANENTLY OCCUPY SOUTH KOREA AND FAILED TO RESPOND 
TO DPRK PROPOSAL FOR PEACE AGREEMEMT, AND DECLARED 
THAT IF UN ADOPTED RES ON WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN TROOPS 
IN SOUTH KOREA UNDER UN FLAG AND FOLLOWED COURSE HE 
ADVOCATED HE BELIEVED TOW KOREAS MAY ENFORCE CONFEDERATION 
UNDER SINGLE NATIONAL TITLE "CONFEDERAL REPUBLIC OF 
KORYO.” CHAIRMAN STATED ROK REP WOULD NOT BE ABLE TO 
MAKE STATEMENT NOV. 26 AS PLANNED AND THAT HIS AND OTHER 
STATEMENTS WOULD BE HEARD AFTER PLENARY COMPLETED DIS- 
CUSSION OF KHMER ITEM. NOV. 27 COMITE WILL TAKE UP REMAINING 
DISARMAMENT PROPOSALS. 

AFTER CHAIRMAN ORTIZ DE ROZAS (ARGENTINA) ANNOUNCED ROK 
REP WOULD NOT BE ABLE TO SPEAK NOV. 26, RAHAL (ALGERIA), 

ON POINT OF ORDER, RECALLED THAT COMPROMISE DECISION HAD 
BEEN REACHED ON COMITE'S WORK, AND ACCUSED ROK OF "BAD 
FAITH." SOVIET REP MALIK SAID ROK DEL WAS FAMILIAR WITH 
PROGRAM AND ITS REQUEST FOR POSTPONEMENT OF ITS STATEMENT 
WAS MOST SURPRISING. HUANG HUA (CHINA) FULLY SUPPORTED 
ALGERIAN REP. DOSUMU- JOHNSON (LIBERIA) COMMENTED UN 
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WAS BEING MADE JOKE OF BECAUSE SOME DELS HAD MAJORITY 
TO ENFORCE THEIR VIEWS; COMITE DECIDED LAST WEEK TO 
HEAR DPRK REP THIS MORNING AND THAT WAS ALL THAT SHOULD 
BE DONE NOW. "LET US NOT BREAK UP THIS ORGANIZATION," 

HE SAID, ADDING TACTICS OF SOME DELS WOULD LAY FOUNDATION 
FOR DISINTEGRATION OF UN. BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) SOUGHT 
AND RECEIVED CHAIRMAN S ASSURANCE THAT KOREAN AND KHMER 
ITEMS WOULD NOT BE DISCUSSED SIMULTANEOUSLY. 
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LI JONG MOK, DPRK DEP FONMIN, STATING ADOPTION OF 
DRAFT RES (L. 677) CALLING FOR WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN 
TROOPS IN SOUTH KOREA UNDER UN FLAG WOULD MARK EPOCHAL 
TURNING POINT IN COURSE OF KOREAN PEOPLE FOR REUNIFICATION, 
DECLARED THAT US FAILURE TO SO MUCH AS ANSWER DPRK'S 
PROPOSAL ON CONCLUDING PEACE AGREEMENT TO REMOVE 
STATE OF CONFRONTATION BETWEEN NORTH AND SOUTH SHOWED US 
INTENTION WAS TO KEEP ITS TROOPS IN SOUTH KOREA SOLELY 
FOR AGGRESSION. THEIR PRESENCE, MORE THAN 20 YEARS 
AFTER REALIZATION OF ARMISTICE IN KOREA, VIOLATED ARMISTICE 
AGREEMENT WHICH ENVISAGED WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN TROOPS 
AFTER CEASEFIRE AND RAN COMPLETELY COUNTER TO PRINCIPLES 
OF NORTH-SOUTH JOINT STATEMENT. IF ANY OTHER ORGAN WAS 
NEEDED "PRESENT NNSC MAY BE MAINTAINED WITH NEW FUNCTIONS 
PENDING CONCLUSION OF PEACE AGREEMENT BETWEEN NORTH AND 
SOUTH." HE LABLED PRES FORD "WAR MONGER," REFERRED TO LA 
ROGUE TESTIMONY BEFORE JOINT CONGRESSIONAL ATOMIC ENERGY 
COMITE AS CONFIRMING STOCKPILING OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
IN SOUTH KOREA AND THEIR DEPLYMENT ALONG DMZ, CHARGED 
THAT "UNDERGROUND TUNNEL" INCIDENT WAS "RIGGED UP" BY 
SOUTH KOREANS, AND STATED NORTH KOREA "HAS NO INTENTION 
OF SOLVING QUESTION FO COUNTRY'S REUNIFICATION BY MEANS 
OF WAR." 

CONTINUING, LI SAID SO-CALLED "ROK-US MUTUAL DEFENSE PACT" 

WAS ILLEGAL DOCUMENT "FAKED UP" TO JUSTIFY PERMANENT OCCUPATION 
BY US TROOPS. IF GA DECIDED US WOULD WITHDRAW ITS TROOPS, 

DPRK WAS READY TO NEGOTIATE WITH US AT ANY TIME ON PROBLEMS 
THAT MIGHT ARISE IN CONNECTION WITH WITHDRAWAL. US, 

HE SAID, HSOULD BE OBLIGATED NOT TO INSTIGATE ROK AUTHOR- 
ITIES TO WAR PROVOCATION MANEUVERS AND FASCIST REPRESSION 
OF SOUTH KOREAN PEOPLE OR PATRONIZE THEM; NOT TO OBSTRUCT 
UNCLASSIFIED

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KOREAN PEOPLE, LI CHARGED. "IT IS OUR BELIEF THAT NORTH 
AND SOUTH MAY DEBATE MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING AND TRUST THROUGH 
THIS COURSE AND THEY MAY ENFORCE CONFEDERATION UNDER 
SINGLE NATIONAL TITLE, 'CONFEDERAL REPUBLIC OF KORYO ," 

DPRK RES STATED, DECLARING THAT IF GA ADOPTED RES ON WITH-

PEOPLE FOR NATIONAL REUNIFICATION AND RECORD NEW CHAPTER 
IN HISTORY OF UN. 
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COMITE 2 IN NOV 25 MEETING ADOPTED DRAFT RESES ON LAND- 
LOCKED LDCS (L. 1359/REV. 1) AND ISLAND LDCS (L. 1354/ 

REV. 2). LANDLOCKED RES SPONSORED BY 19 LANDLOCKED POWERS 
AND SINGAPORE, WHICH WOULD REQUEST SYG TO SUBMIT COMPREHENSIVE 
STUDY OF LANDLOCKED LDCS TRANSIT PROBLEMS AND COMPLETE 
STUDY ON ESTABLISHMENT OF FUND IN FAVOR OF THOSE COUNTRIES 
TO SPECIAL SEPT 1975 GA, WAS ADOPTED BY ROLL-CALL VOTE 
1 1 8-0-6(COLOMBIA, GABON, INDIA, KENYA, PAKISTAN, TOGO.) 

SEPARATE VOTES WERE TAKEN ON RES STATEMENT OF LANDLOCKED 
COUNTRIES' RIGHT OF FREE ACCESS TO AND FROM SEA, RETAINED 
66-5-45, AND ON PARA RECOMMENDING STUDY ON ESTABLISHING 
FOUND, RETAINED 103-0-17. ISLAND RES, SPONSORED BY EIGHT 
ISLAND NATIONS, WOULD HAVE GA CALL ON SYG TO TAKE 
EFFECTIVE MEASURES TOWARD MEETING NEEDS OF ISLAND LDCS IN

AND INTRODUCED BY CASTANEDA (MEXICO) CHAIRMAN OF WG 
OF 40 SET UP TO DEAL WITH QUESTION FOLLOWING 1972 UNCTAD 
THIRD SESSION. COMITE ALSO HEARD STATEMENTS BY REPS OF 
JAPAN, DENMARK, AND FRG ON DRAFT RES L. 1376, CONCERNING 
1975 SPECIAL GA SESSION DEVOTED TO DEVELOPMENT AND INTL 
ECON COOPERATION. 

COMITE 3 - UNHCR 

SWEDISH REP INTRODUCED IN NOV 25 COMITE 3 MEETING 28- 
POWER DRAFT RES (L. 2136) URGING GOVTS TO INTENSIFY SUPPORT 
FOR UNHCR, AND AUTHORIZING UNHCR TO ALLOCATE FROM EMERGENCY 
FUND OF HIS OFFICE UP TO $2 MILLION ANNUALLY FOR EMERGENCY 
SITUATIONS, WITH $500,000 MAXIMUM PER YEAR FOR SINGLE EMERGENCY. 
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DRAFT WOULD ALSO REQUEST COMMISSIONER TO CONTINUE EFFORTS 
TO FACILITATE REPATRIATION AND ASSIST IN REHABILITATION 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WHERE NECESSARY THROUGH INTEGRATION IN COUNTRIES OF ASYLUM 
OR RESETTLEMENT. COMMISSIONER (SADRUDDIN AGA KHAN), 

AND REPS OF TURKEY, IRAN, US, SWEDEN, BANGLADESH, DENMARK, 

TANZANIA, PAKISTAN AND LEBANON MADE STATEMENTS ON REFUGEE 
ITEM. IRANIAN REP SAID GOI HAD SET ASIDE MORE THAT $100 
MILLION TO AID 105,000 IRAQI KURDS SEEKING REFUGE IN IRAN 
FOLLOWING "CERTAIN WELL-KNOWN EVENTS." 

AMB FERGUSON (US) SAID USG EMPHASIZED LIBERAL ASYLUM 
POLICIES AND PRACTICES: NO REFUGEE SHOULD BE REQUIRED TO 
RETURN TO ANY COUNTRY WHERE HE FACED PERSECUTION. NOTING 
LONG-STANDING US CONCERN FOR REFUGEES, AMB FERGUSON SAID US 
HAD CONTRIBUTED $174 MILLION TO UNHCR IN 1974 
IN CASH AND FOOD COMMODITIES, AND HAD GIVEN $149 MILLION 
TO NON-UNHCR REFUGEE PROGRAMS; USG WELCOMES UNHCR'S ACTIVITIES 
AND SUPPORTS CONVENING OF CONFERENCE OF PLENIPOTENTIARIES 
TO FINALIZE DRAFT CONVENTION ON TERRITORIAL ASYLUM. 

BANGLADESH REP EXPRESSED HOPE THAT UNHCR WOULF IND FUNDS 

TO CONTINUE REPATRIATION OF SOME 400,000 PAKISTANIS WAITING 

IN BANGLADESH AS CONTRIBUTION TO NORMALIZATION OF RELATIONS 

ON SUBCONTINENT. PAKISTANI REP ALSO THANKED UNHCR FOR 

EFFORTS AT REPATRIATION BUT SAID PAKISTAN'S UNDERSTANDING 

WAS THAT 400,000 REFUGEES MENTIONED BY BANGLADESH WERE 

NATIONALS OF BANGLADESH, AND HE HOPED BILATERAL TALKS WOULD SOLVE PRO 

BLEM. 

DESL SPEAKING ALL EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR L. 2136. 

COMITE 4 - SOUTHERN AFRICA, SPANISH SAHARA 

TWO DRAFT RESES ON SOUTHERN RHODESIA WERE INTRODUCED NOV 
25 IN COMITE 4: 43-POWER DRAFT RES L. 1067/CORR.l 
WHICH CALLS ON HMG TO TAKE EFFECTIVE MEASURES TO TERMINATE 
ILLEGAL RACIST MINORITY REGIME AND NOT TO ACCORD IT ANY 
POWERS OR ATTRIBUTES OF SOVEREIGNTY BUT TO ENSURE 
INDEPENDENCE AND DEMOCRATIC GOVT IN ACCORD WITH ASPIRATIONS 
OF MAJORITY OF POPULATION; AND 35-POWER DRAFT RES L. 

1068/CORR. 1, STRONGLY CONDEMNS POLICIES OF GOVTS, PARTICULARLY 
SAG, WHICH CONTINUE COLLABORATION WITH SMITH REGIME, AND 
RECOMMENDS THAT SC WIDEN SANCTIONS. BOTH DRAFTS WERE 
INTRODUCED BY IRAQI REP AND SECONDED BY TANZANIAN REP. 

UK REP SAID IN RIGHT OF REPLY THAT HE WOULD REPLY LATER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO IMPLICATIONS OF DRAFT RES. 

REPS OF MOROCCO, SPAIN, AND MAURITANIA INTERVENED ON 
SPANISH SAHARA. SLAOUI (MOROCCO) CALLED FOR ICJ OPINION 
ON WHETHER "WESTERN SAHARA" HAD BEEN "TERRA NULLIUS" 

(MASTERLESS TERRITORY) PRIOR TO SPANISH COLONIZATION, AS 
SPAIN MAINTAINED. SLAOUI ADDED THAT GOM DISAGREES WITH SPANISH 
PLAN TO HOLD REFERENDUM IN CONFORMITY WITH GA RESES, 

WHICH HE CONTENDED WAS UNILATERAL 

ACTION TAKEN AFTER ADMINISTERING POWER "SYSTEMATICALLY 
DESTROYED" CONDITIONS LEADING TO SELF-DETERMINATION, 

AND ACTION WHICH IGNORES 50 PERCENT OF ORIGINAL INHABITANTS 
OF SAHARA WHOM SLAOUI SAID NOW ARE EXILED IN MOROCCO 
AND MAURETANIA. STATING THAT SPAIN HAD NEVER PERMITTED 
UN VISITING MISSIONS TO VISIT SAHARA, SLAOUI SAID REFERENDUM 
WOULD BE INSUFFICIENT AND WOULD NOT BIND MOROCCO; EITHER SPAIN 
MUST JOIN MOROCCO AND MAURETANIA IN ASKING ICJ FOR ADVISORY 
OPINION OR UN MUST SEIZE ICJ OF QUESTION. MOROCCAN REP 
ALSO SAID PROBLEM OF SAHARA RESEMBLES THAT OF GIBRALTAR: 

BOTH OCCUPATION OF ANOTHER COUNTRY'S TERRITORY. 

DE PINIES (SPAIN) SAID SPAIN HAD ACTED IN ACCORD WITH GA 
RES 1514 DECOLONIZATION AND HAD COOPERATED WITH SPECIAL 
COMITE OF 24 SINCE 1961. FOLLOWING REFERENDUM UNDER UN AUSPICES 
WITHIN FIRST HALF OF 1975, SAHARA WOULD BE FREE TO UNITE 
WITH ANOTHER COUNTRY IF PEOPLE WISH. SPANISH REP CONTRASTED 
GIBRALTAR SITUATION, SAID UK HAD IGNORED UN RESOLUTIONS 
CALLING FOR DECOLONIZATION OF GIBRALTAR ALTHOUGH GOS 
WAS PREPARED TO NEGOTIATE, GUARANTEEING INTERESTS OF PEOPLE 
BY PERMITTING CHOICE OF SPANISH OR BRITISH CITIZENSHIP 
BUT NOT OPENING SPANISH SOVEREIGNTY OVER TERRITORY TO DISPUTE. 
AFFIRMING THAT SPAIN WOULD HEAR ANY PROPOSAL, INCLUDING 
MORROCCAN ONE, AND REPLY APPROPRIATELY, SPANISH REP CONCLUDED 
BY STATING GOS SUPPORT FOR ARGENTINE CLAIM ON MALVINAS 
(FALKLANDS) ISLANDS. 

MAURITANIAN REP SAID BOTH MAURETANIA AND MOROCCO 
WERE SEEKING TO PROVE THROUGH ICJ CASE THAT AUTHORITY IN FORM 
FO EMIRATES (WHICH CONCLUDED TREATIES WITH SPAIN AND FRANCE 
MUCH AS CONTEMPORARY EMIRATES OF MAURITANIA DID) EXISTED 
IN SAHARA AT TIME OF COLONIZATION. HE URGED REFERENDUM BE 
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POSTPONED UNTIL CORT GAVE OPINION ON THIS MATTER, AT 

WHICH POINT PARTIES CONCERNED WOULD DECIDE STEPS IN DECOLONIZATION 

PROCESS. MAURITANIAN REP SAID GOM REFUSED TO ENTER POLEMICS 

WITH SPAIN, HOPING GOS WOULD FIND SOLUTION FAITHFUL 

TO PAST TRADITION OF FRIENDSHIP WITH ARAB PEOPLES. 

(REPEATED INFO ALGIERS, MADRID, RABAT, NOUAKCHOTT) 
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CANADIAN DEL INTRODUCED IN COMITE NOV. 25 REVISED DRAFT 
RES (L. 11 87/REV. 1) ON PATTERN OF CONFERENCES, AND SAID 
IT REFLECTED MOROCCAN ORAL AMENDMENT AND ACCEPTED ALGERIAN 
AND YUGOSLAV AMENDMENTS IN L. 1 190. HE DID NOT ACCEPT 
BRAZILIAN AMENDMENT RE INTERPRETERS, PENDING OUTCOME OF 
DISCUSSIONS, NOR YUGOSLAV AMENDMENT ON INCREASING 
MEMBERSHIP OF PROPOSED COMITE ON CONFERENCES. VIEWS 
PATTERN OF CONFERENCES WERE EXPRESSED ALSO BY 
REPS OF YEMEN, BRAZIL, INDIA, GREECE, USSR, TANZANIA, 

UPPER VOLTA AND MEXICO. USYG LEWANDOWSKI CLARIFIED HIS 
EARLIER STATEMENT ON INTERPRETERS. CHAIRMAN SAID THERE 
WOULD BE NO REVISED TEXT, ONLY MATTERS REMAINING FOR NOV. 

26 WERE BRAZILIAN AND YUGOSLAV PROPOSALS, AND THAT VOTE 
WOULD TAKE PLACE NOV. 26. COMITE RESUMED DISCUSSION 
OF PERSONNEL ITEM, HEARING STATEMENTS BY DELS OF 
AFGHANISTAN, GUYANA, PERU, ASYG GHERAB, AND USYG DAVIDSON. 

AT NIGHT MEETING NOV. 25, COMITE WILL TAKE UP FINANCIAL 
IMPLICATION STATEMENTS OF COMITE 1 AND 3 ITEMS AND THEN 
CONSIDER UNEF/UNDOR FINANCING. 

YUGOSLAV DEL SAID HIS AMENDMENT TO INCREASE MEMBERSHIP 
OF PROPOSED COMITE ON CONFERENCES FROM 18 TO 21 WAS 
COSPONSORED BY ALGERIA; BROADER GEOGRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION 
WOULD REFLECT COMPOSITION OF GA AND REINFORCE AUTHORITY 
OF COMITE. ASYG GHERAB, REPLYING TO SOVIET STATEMENT 
ON GEOGRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION, EXPLAINED THAT OVER- 
REPRESENTED COUNTRY IN SECRETARIAT IS ONE WHOSE NATIONALS 
ON STAFF EXCEED DESIRABLE RANGE FOR THAT COUNTRY; 

UNDER THIS DEFINITION, THERE WERE 96 NATIONALS OF 
OVER-REPRESENTED COUNTRIES AMONG 205 NEW STAFF MEMBERS 
APPOINTED TO "GEOGRAPHICAL" POSTS. THESE 96 CAME FROM 
FOLLOWING REGIONS: 12 AFRICAN, SIX ASIA AND FAR EAST; 

FIVE EE, EIGHT WE, FOUR LA, TWO ME, AND ONE NORTH AMERICA 
AND CARIBBEAN. HE DID NOT BELIEVE THIS WAS UNFAIR OR 
THAT RECRUITMENT WAS DIRECTED TO ANY PARTICULAR REGION 
OR GROUP. USYG DAVIDSON TOLD COMITE SYG AGREED WITH 
MOST OF VIEWS EXPRESSED IN REPORTS BY BERTRAND, ACABQ 
AND AMS, BUT COULD NOT ACCEPT TRANSFER OF PERSONNEL SECTION. 
SINCE 75 PERCENT OF BUDGET RELATED TO PERSONNEL COSTS. 

SYG COULD NOT ACCEPT COST PROPOSED BY BERTRAND REPORT 
WHICH WOULD AMOUNT TO $1 MILLION PER ANNUM, AND SYG'S 
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COMITE 6 - DIPLOMATIC ASYLUM 

AUSTRALIAN REP INTRODUCED WORKING PAPER AS COMITE BEGAN 
CONSIDERATION NOV. 25 OF ITEM ON DIPLOMATIC ASYLUM 
(DA). COMITE RECEIVED 28-POWER DRAFT RES (L.994) RECOMMENDING 
UNCITRAL CONTINUE TO PAY SPECIAL ATTENTION TO TOPICS 
TO WHICH IT DECIDED TO GIVE PRIORITY AND CONTINUE CONSIDER

THOUGH NOT THIS YEAR; AND PRACTICE OF DA WILL BE ENHANCED 
AND PROPER FUNCTIONS OF DIPLOMATIC PREMISES CLARIFIED, 

AS RESULT OF GA CONSIDERATION OF ITEM. HE EXPECTED TO FORMALLY 
TABLE DRAFT RES ABOUT NOV. 27. AUSTRALIAN REMARKS WERE 
SUPPORTED BY GRENADA, BRAZIL, COLOMBIA, COSTA RICA, CHILE, 
ECUADOR AND NEW ZEALAND. BRAZIL AND COLOMBIA EMPAHSIZED
